The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not teach, disclose, or suggest the claimed Hmitations of (in combination with all 
other limitations in the claim), a method for securely controlling the printing of a plaintext 
document generated by a first source by receiving at a printer a first key sent by the first source;
